ARBITRATION 

There has been a lot of talk 
about Local 483’s recent arbitra- 
tion case in which it was ruled 
that waitresses performing com- 
bined work of waitress and bus 
boy should get the highest classi- 
fication pay. 

What this ruling amounts to is 
that any waitress or waiter carry- 
ing dirty or soiled dishes to the 
kitchen gets the higher pay of bus 
boy, which amounts to $7. per day. 
Waitress or waiter scale alone is 
$6 per day, 
This ruling became effective as 


of August 23, but we find that | 


some places are not paying the 
higher scale for the combination 
work,

This case has a long and inter- 
esting history. Under the 1949-50 
contract, waitresses, waiters or bus 
boys got the same pay rate, $5.75 
per day. The 1950-51 contract 
raised scale for waiters and wait- 
resses to $6 and established a new 
bus boy classification at $7 per 
day. 


In addition, the 1950-51 contract | 


set up a combination classification 
whereby any person working at 
two classifications should receive 
pay as set up for the higher class. 

The waitresses pleaded with the 
union for help against being forced 


to carry trays and dishes back to | 


the kitchen, claiming that they 
were paid for waitress work, not 
as bus boys. 

As result, the union took the 
matter to arbitration, bringing 
their case against the Restaurant 


‘Owners Assn, As arbitrator, Dr. 


Joseph D. Blacow, of Monterey 
Peninsula College, was a mutual 
choice. 

Dr. Blacow, on Sept. 14, issued 
the. following report: 

It: is. the opinion, handed down 
by the arbitrater in, the recent -dis-. 
pute. between the Culinary Work- 
ers and the Hetel Owners Assecia- 
tion, that this dispute should be -re- 
solved.:as follows:

We have further 
had complaints from many wait-

decision of the arbitrator. 

“The decision of the arbitrator 
sets forth that where waitresses 
are required to bus dishes in. the 
course of performing their work as 
a@ waitress they fall in the classifi- 
cation of a combination employee 
within the meaning of Section 18D 
of the working agreement between 
the Union and Employers and are 
entitled to the pay of a bus boy, 
the wage scale for a bus boy being 
set forth in, Exhibit A of the work- 
ing agreement, 

“We wish particularly to call at- 
tention, to the violation.as to the 
above provision on the part of Cer- 
rito’s, Mr. Cerrito has employed a 
bus boy or bus girl intermittently. 
However, he has not had a bus boy 
to cover more than eight hours of 
a 16-hour operation at any time 
to our knowledge and for the past 
three weeks no bus boy. We re- 
spectfully ‘request that the wait- 
resses be paid at the bus boy rate 
for all time worked since the 23rd 
day of August, 1951, the date of the 
arbitration decision, excepted 
therefrom, those waitresses whose 
shifts were covered by a bus boy or 
bus girl; we further request that 
all employers who have not com- 
plied with the decision of the arbi- 
trator be advised that the members 
of the Union consider their failure 
to do so a violation of contract. { 

“We wish to point out that some | 
employers have chosen’ not to use 
bus boys—their particular opera- 
tions were best served by continu- 
ing the waitresses in,a combination 
capacity (waitress-bus girl or : 
waiter-bus boy) and paying the 
bus boy wage seale. A case in point 
is the San Carlos Hotel. Manage- 
ment of the San Carlos has set up 
the following. pay.scale in, accord- 
ance with the decision of the arbi- 
trator: $7.00. per eight hour. 
straight ‘shift worked; $5.50 per six 
hour straight -shift, and $4.00 per | 
four -hhour straight shift.

We are surprised to learn that 
waitresses are telling employers 
they don’t understand about the 
combination rate of pay. It’s simple 
—if they bus their own dishes, 


waitresses (or waiters) get $7 per,

Here's the Real Tax Scandal 


The papers are filled with stories of scandals about the 
System of collecting income taxes. Those guilty of improper 
administration of the tax laws should be kicked out of office. 
Those guilty of breaking the law should be sent to jail. 

But the taxes involved in the stories of corruption are 
peanuts compared with the taxes that escape the collector by 
slipping through loopholes Congress has provided. 

Big oil companies, for instance, save $750 million a year 
that escape through loopholes. Persons who make more than 
10,000 save $2 billion a year through loopholes. Altogether, 
$4 billion escape every year that way for the benefit of 5 
per cent of the people. 

Sen. Hubert Humphrey (D., Minn.) says these bad tax 
laws form the base for the irregularities in the tax-collection 
system. 

“Let’s not just clean the top of the rug,” says Humphrey. 
“Let’s check up on some of the big stealing.” 

By “big stealing,” Humphrey says he means “inadequate 
tax laws and tax-law loopholes.” | 

The Senator is on exactly the right track. It’s too bad the 
rest of Congress can’t get on it, too. But that’s too much 
to hope, what with such rich men’s friends as Byrd, Taft, 
Millikin and George writing our tax laws. 

That’s the biggest tax scandal of all. 


What Elections Mean to Us 


Here’s what the election of liberals means: 

Three out of 4 mothers and children in the United States 
are protected by old-age and survivors’ insurance. They 
wvould receive monthly payments through the Social Security 
program if the family wage earner dies. 

That’s because Americans sent progressive legislators to 
Congress back in 1934. The next year, Congress passed the 
great Social Security Act. 

Today, 2 out of 5 persons who are more than 65 and are 
not working are receiving Social Security pensions. Sixty- 
two million workers are insured under the program. 

Social Security Commissioner Arthur Altmeyer reports 
that the typical family finds that old-age and survivors’ in- 
insurance “has a greater cash value than all other assets.” 

Last year, 2 million retired workingmen and women who 
were insured received $1,140,000,000 in insurance payments. 
And the total expense of carrying out the Social Security 
program in 1951 was only $83 million—or only 2.4 per cent 
of the tax contributions to the program. 

That was just one good law passed in the Thirties when 
the pressure was on for good laws, and we had good leaders 
to see them through. 

Since that time our lawmakers have spent most of their 
time repealing or modifying into uselessness the good laws of 
the Thirties and passing new, repressive laws such as T-H, 

~ price-profiteering, continued. medical monopoly, and ‘others, 

all designed to make the rich richer and the poor poorer and 
weaker. 

When you go to the polls this year'remember that good 
laws, such as Social Security, came about by the election of 
liberal candidates, and that is the only way that the pro- 
ducers of our wealth and security will ever get a decent 
share of it. 


We Should Be Ashamed 


When two nations across the waters outshine us so badly 
in their turn-out of voters, it is time we took a long, search- 
ing look at ourselves to see what’s the matter. While U. S. 
voters show up only 40 to 50 per cent at the most for impor- 
tant elections, British voters recently turned out to the tune 
of 84 per cent, and Japanese voters cast their ballots at 90 
per cent of those eligible. It is simply shameful that we allow 
this condition. Further, it is hurting us badly, because selfish, 
vested interests have shrewdly capitalized on our voting

After 15 years of operation, old- 
age and survivors insurance has 
become a natioénal institution, 
reaching more people in this coun- 
try than any other organized pro- 
gram for family security. 


From its comparatively modest 
beginning in 1937, the system has 
developed in a detade and a half 
into the largest single insurance 
operation the world has ever 
known. In 1940, the first year in 
which monthly benefits were paid, 
total benefit payments for the 
year were approximately $35 mil- 
lion; for the 15th year, ending 
Dec. 31, 1951, total benefits were 
$1,900 million ($1.9 billion), paid 
to nearly four and one-half mil- 
lion people. 

The greatest increase in benefit 
payments occurred in the pro- 
gram’s 15th year. This was caused 
by higher payments to individual 
beneficiaries, and by the large num- 


ber of people made eligible for 


benefits under liberalized qualify- 
ing requirements. Increases in the 
| benefit payment rates to retired 
workers range from 50 to 100 per 
cent. For example, the minimum 
payment of $10 was doubled. The 
maximum payable to a_ retired 
worker in August 1950 was $45.60; 
this was raised to $68.50. 

Nearly everyone in this country 
has a stake in this contributory 
insurance system. Three out of ev- 
ery four persons gainfully em 
ployed or self-employed are en. 
gaged in work covered by the law. 
Sixty-two million people now are 
| insured under the program, which 
is providing life insurance protec- 
tion to three out of every four of 
the nation’s mothers and children. 

Eighty-five million people now 
living have made tax contributions 
to old-age and survivors insurance. 
It is to employees, their employers, 
and to people who work for them- 
selves that the Social Security Ad- 
ministration directs this report, 


21,119 Employees 
Chiseled Out of 
$1,429,446 Pay 


New York (LPA) — Wholesale 
chiselling on wages by New York 
and New Jersey employers “has 
been revealed by the government. 
Of 6,357 firms in the two states 
inspected in 1951, violations of 
minimum wage, overtime, or child 
labor laws’ were found among 
3,640. 

Those are the figures for firms 
investigated. Congress always has 
been stingy about voting funds for 
enforcement, so.the true figure on 
violations must be considerably 
higher. 

Frank J. Muench, regional di- 
rector of the waz&™snd hour anda 
public contract divisions of the 
U.S. Dept. of Labor, said firms 
with low labor standards hire 
trainees, minors, handicapped per- 
sons, and foreign-born at sube 
standard rates. He reported finds 
ing a total of $1,429,446 in back 
pay due 21,119 workers. He turned 
over 206 cases for civil action, 110 
for criminal action.

Special $50 Tax 
On Non-Voters 
Is Proposed 


Washington (LPA)—A _ special 
$50 tax on all U.S. citizens of vot- 
ing age who do not cast a ballot 
in Congressional elections has been 
proposed by the National Assembly 
for the Advancement of Public Re- 
lations. 


NAAPR, which called the tax a 


“citizenship assessment,” predicted 


that “millions who now can’t find 
the time to vote will become vot- 
ers if this proposal is enacted. A 
$50 bite in the pocketbook as a 
penalty for non-voting will move 
these neglectful citizens to do the 
right thing in a far more effective 
manner than appeals or other 
measures. The average citizen isn’t 
going to throw away $50 when he 
can save it .by taking 15 minutes 
to vote.” 

NAAPR said its plan would 
work this way: A special $50 tax 
would be collected Jan. 15 of odd- 
numbered years on every citizen 
of voting age who could not supply 
written proof that he had voted 
in the Congressional election of 
the. preceding November. 

The proof would be in the form 
of a receipt given each voter as 
he emerged from a polling booth. 
The receipt, if sent to the Bureau 
of Internal Revenue by the Jan. 15 
following the election, would ex- 
empt_the voter from the tax.

On Rackets Here 


The following letter, addressed 
to the public forum column of the 
Salinas daily press was issued by 
A, J. Clark, secretary of the Mon- 
terey County Central Labor Union 
at Salinas, and is a warning to 
property owners against out-of- 
town contractors soliciting building 
work. 

The letter reads: 

“May we bring to the property 
owners of this area a word of 
warning. 

“There are many, many sales 
schemes being used by various 
firms and individuals who. prey 
upon the unwary. These so-called 
rackets are promoted by people 
who travel from town to town. 
They have no established business 
within our area, 

“The reason for wishing this 
expose made to the public is three- 
fold: 

“First: We are primarily in- 
terested in keeping our own people 
steadily employed, thus helping te 
Stabilize the local payroll within 
our area, thereby creating and 
maintaining a healthy and sound 
economic condition in our Salinas 
area, 

“Second: We know that the local 
contractors must be awarded con- 
tracts in their fields of endeavor 
in order that they may keep our 
people steadily employed, and be 
himself successful, which also is a 
vital factor in our local economics. 

“Third: We feel it is our duty 
to notify and ‘warn the public 
whenever they are subjected to the 
schemes and rackets which reach 
into their pockets for unnecessary 


dollars, the dollars that da not help. 


the Salinas area. 

“There has been an increasing 
number of high-pressure salesmen 
coming into this area over the last 
few months selling jobs to shingle 
the outside of homes and other 
buildings. In all of such cases in- 
vestigated by this council, it has 
been found that the price quoted 
and in some cases contracted for 
has been far in excess of the local 
contractors price. The material 
has been the same trade name 
product or inferior to the material 
used locally and upon completion 
the job is usually found defective. 
This results from hiring of un- 
| Skilled craftsmen. 

“For an actual example we have 
one case which happened a few 
weeks ago. A property owner 
negotiated a written contract to 
shingle the outside of his home at 
@ contract cost of $1400. A local 
contractor was sent out to inter- 


view the owner. He offered to do, 


the same job for $600. The fly-by- | 
night boy upon learning of this 
figure voluntarily reduced the orig- 
inal contract to $800. Rather than 
get involved in a lawsuit the owner | 
accepted. It will cost him $200 | 
more than if he had the job done |
